‘Don’t  Forget 
Who  You  Are’ 

“Never  forget  you  are  a child 
of  your  Heavenly  Father,  and  as 
such  you  are  the  most  important 
person  in  the  world.”  This  state- 
ment by  Bishop  Victor  L.  Brown, 
second  counselor  in  the  Presiding 
Bishopric  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  Tues- 
day’s devotional  assembly. 

HE  REMINDED  the  students 
that  they  have  a great  opportunity 
to  endure  to  the  end  which  is  nec- 
essary to  enjoy  enternal  life. 

“The  problem  in  doing  this  lies 
in  conformity  or  non-conformity,” 
Bishop  Brown  said. 

HE  TOLD  OF  a young  soldier 
who  was  placed  in  a situation 
where  he  could  bend  to  the  con- 
formity of  the  men  he  had  to  as- 
sociate with  or  keep  his  own  stand- 
ards. By  keeping  his  own  standards 
he  received  advancement  far  be- 
yond that  which  he  would  have 
gained  had  he  bent  below  the  stand- 
ards he  had  set  for  himself. 

HE  FUTHER  STATED  that, 
“You  are  the  most  important  per- 
son in  the  world,  and  as  such 
should  set  a standard  for  your- 
selves and  not  worry  about  con- 
forming to  that  of  the  world.” 

Bishop  Brown  concluded  by  say- 
ing that  there  are  men  in  the  world 
who  are  teaching  against  the  divi- 
nity of  Christ  and  against  the  “old” 
mornl  rode. 


HE  IS  SPEARHEADING  the 

campus  petition  which  by  noon 
Tuesday  had  1,254  signatures.  Niel- 
sen said  he  and  the  students  work- 
ing with  him  will  continue  seeking 
signatures  for  one  week,  after 
which  the  petition  will  be  given  to 
Utah  County  legislative  bodies.

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Obscenity  Bill  A Moral  Question 


The  age-old  issue  of  right  versus 
wrong,  and  who’s  to  decide  what’s  what, 
has  enveloped  Utah  County,  Provo  and 

BYU. 

Presently  there  is  being  circulated  on 
campus  a petition  asking  the  Provo  and 
Utah  County  Commissioners  to  legislate 
against  the  easy  access  of  obscene  literature 
and  movies  to  the  young  people  of  Utah 
County. 

This  is  a move  which  has  been  tried 
several  times  by  different  communities  and 
states  across  the  nation,  yet  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  has  so  far 
found  every  case  unconstitutional. 

The  issue  of  regulating  obscenity  is  a 
very  touchy  one  and  each  side  has  its 
rights  and  wrongs.  The  most  difficult  thing 
to  establish  is  just  who  is  to  decide  what 
is  obscene  and  what  isn’t. 

Freedom  of  the  press  (which  also 
means  motion  pictures)  has  almost  become 
a sacred  institution  to  Americans,  and  most 
react  strongly  against  any  attempts  to  limit 
that  freedom. 

Unfortunately,  many  men  have  taken 


advantage  of  this  freedom  to  flood  the  coun- 
try with  what  can  only  be  call  pornography. 

Just  how  to  handle  those  two  situa- 
tions is  the  problem  facing  Utah  County 
people  right  now. 

Those  BYU  students  who  have  under- 
taken to  circulate  the  petition  should  be 
commended  for  their  action.  They  have 
decided  what  is  right  and  are  working  to 
accomplish  it.  As  long  as  they  are  work- 
ing to  keep  children  and  young  teenagers 
from  the  influence  of  obscenity,  they  have 
a righteous  cause  and  good  motives.  There’s 
an  old  saying  which  goes,  “If  you  don’t 
go  near  a mud  puddle,  you  can’t  fall  in.’” 

By  acting  now  to  legislate  obscene 
literature,  Utah  County  citizens  may  be  able 
to  prevent  the  pornography  problem  in  the 
area  from  becoming  any  worse. 

But  in  the  process,  consideration  should 
be  given  to  the  principle  that  each  citizen 
has  the  right  to  choose  his  own  level  of 
exi stance,  whether  high  or  low.  It  is  ex- 
tremely difficult  for  government,  whether 
local,  state  or  national  to  set  moral  stand- 
ards for  its  citizen.

NEW  YORK,  (AP) — Mounting 
public  pressure  and  the  goading  of 
an  angry  mayor  set  a mediation 
panel  scrambling  Tuesday  for  a 
new  approach  to  settlement  of  New 
York’s  11-day,  billion  dollar  transit 
tieup.
